8JI.O. 263, dated 31st Aug. 1961. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 14 of the Territorial Army Act, 1948 (56 of 1948), the Central Govern- 
ment hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Territorial Army 
Rules, 1948, namely: 

1. Th?se rules may be called the Territorial Army (Amendment) Rules, 1901. 

2. In the Territorial Army Rules, 1948: — 

(11 in the Explanation under rule 13: 

(a) for clause (2), the following clause shall be substituted, namely: — 
“(2) In the case of an officer the Director Territorial Army.” 

(b) clause (3) shall be omitted. 

(2) to rule 33, the following proviso shall be added, namely: 

‘‘Provided that an officer or an enrolled person who volunteers with the 
written consent of his employer, if any, for an appointment with a 
Headquarters or a unit of the Regular Army, may, if found suitable, 
be embodied with the Headquarters or the unit of the Regular Army, 
as the case may be, under the orders of the Director Territorial 
Army.”

In the matter of the Air Force Officers’ Contributory Education Funh 

S.R.O. 264, dated 4th Sap. 1961. — Whereas the Air Officer-in-Charge Administra- 
tion, Indian Air Force, acting in the administration of the Fund mentioned above 
has applied for certain modification in the Scheme for the administration of the 
said Fund, published in the Gazette of India Part II Section 4, dated the 24th 
October, 1959, vide Ministry of Defence Notification No. S.R.O, 295, dated the 17th 
October, I960; 
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It is hereby notified that the Central Government, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sections 4 and 5 of the Charitable Endowments Act, 1890 (6 of 
1890), and upon the application as aforesaid and with the concurrence of the said 
Air Offieer-in-Charge Administration, doth hereby order and direct that the 
following amendment shall be made in the Scheme, namely:— 

Io the said Scheme, in paragraph 2(2), after Note (2), the following shall be 
inserted as Note (3),' namely:— 

"(3) With effect from the 28th December, 1960 the children’s education 
allowance authorised for Service officers serving abroad will not be 
admissible automatically in respect of a child or children for whom 
a scholarship from the Officers’ Contributory Education Fund is 
■admissible. In such eases, the officer will have the option to receive 
for that child or children either the children’s education allowance or 
scholarship from the Officers’ Contributory Education Fund, which- 
ever is more favourable. Children’s education allowance and scholar- 
ship from the Contributory Education Scheme will not be admissible 
simultaneously. In cither case the officer will continue to pay the 
contribution to the Contributory Education Fund, The option will 
be exercised within a period of three months from the date of com- 
mencement of each term of service abroad. In the case of those who 
are already serving in Missions or otherwise abroad, the option shall 
be exercised within three months of the date of issue of this Notifica- 
tion.”
